It is remarked as a feature in the Wis-

Arrest Department—Major Quincy—tes- 
tified that he had ‘never received 
$11 75, instead of the legal charge of 
371g cents, for executing a bail bond, though 
he admitted that the amount he permitted 
Deputies to receive ‘‘depended measura- 
bly” upon the circumstances of a caso, 
Deputy Sheriff MoGonieaL admitted the 
receipt of $800 for keeping F. A. Frex- 
MaN out of jail for two weeks, 
but beyond the statement that he spent 
some of it, saved some, and gave 
some to ® young man who was employed 
delivering messages in the Sheriff's office, 
he could not remember what disposition he 
had made of the money.

MR. SHERMAN AT PORTLAND. 

Mr. Suerman’s Portland speech is more 
effective as an arraignment of the Demo- 
cratic policy in regard to resumption, and 
of Greenback fallacies in regard to paper 
currency, than as an exposition of the meas- 
ures to be completed if the results of the 
Republican policy are to be fully assured. 

It is unfortunate that in a matter not 
necessarily’ partisan in any respect, the 
truth of history requires the arraignment 
of the Democrats as the insidious opponents 
of the remedial measures made necessary 
by the distress and embarrassment of the 
country. Not satisfied with withholding 
support from the measure leading to re- 
sumption, they resisted itat every stage, 
and almost at the last moment attempted 
its abrogation. In spite of their professed 
desire for resumption, the Secretary shows 
that every one of them in Congress in 1875 
voted against the Resumption act. From 
that time their efforts were directed to the 
prevention of resumption. They derided itas 
unattainable, They denounced it as the 
cause of misfortunes with which it had no 
conceivable connection. At St. Lonis, 
while pretending to be for resumption, they 
demanded the repeal of the act under which 
it was afterward accomplished; and Mr. 
TILDEN was privy to this dishonesty, All 
their predictions, then and afterward, 
pointed to the failure of the policy which 
under Mr. SHERMAN’s inistration be- 
‘came a brilhant success. From January, 
1875, when the act was passed, to Janu- 
ary, 1879, when its object was accom- 
plished, the issue wasone which the coun- 
try ought not to forget. It was an issue be- 
tween the Democrats, as the opponents of 


resumption, and the Republicans, as its 


steadfast promoters. 

When the benefits accruing from resump- 
tion become more clearly defined, the 
odium incident to the Democratic opposi- 
tion will be stronger. Its immediate re- 
sults have compelled the party to drop the 


subject from their platforms. They no’ 


longer decry resumption or call for the re- 
versal of the action leading to it. But their 
silence cannot obliterate the record of their 
attempts to render resumption impossible. 
And the same facts that convict them of 
hostility to resumption exhibit them as the 
enemies of the refunding process. All that 
could be done they did to frustrate the 
resumption plans of the .Treasury 
and to retard the sales of the re- 

bonds. They cut down the 
revenues and increased the appropriations; 
they incurred expenditures and made no 
provision for meeting them; they “used 
the sinking fund, which was specifically set 
aside bylaw for the reduction of the public 
debt;” in every possible way they endeav; 
ored to cripple the Government, to impair 
its credit, and to defeat the measures set in 
motion by 
SHERMan shows plainly that the country 
owes no thanks to the Democrats either for 
of specie payment or for the im- 
provement of the public credit.

the pretenses of its opponents. That he is 
not unmindful of the causes at work which 
sooner or later must imperil resumption, 
we know from statements made on other 
occasions. It is, then, with a certain sense 
of disappointment that we now find him 
speaking equivocally, or altogether silent, 
respecting the two chief obstecles to the 
‘continued success of resumption. He leaves 
untouched the question of the reissue of 
greenbacks, nominally redeemed, anddf the 
right of the Government to issue green- 
backs in a period of peace. The latter point 
may be debatable; the former is fixed and 
vital. True policy requires the Govern- 
ment to surrender the power which only the 
exigencies of war justified it in assuming. 
Bat the cancellation of redeemed green- 
backs is a necessity, if resumption is to be 
made safe. On the silver question, Mr. 
Seeman is vague. He cannot wholly con- 
ceal his apprehensions, but he refrains , 
from exposing and denouncing the lew in 
which they have their. origin. He does in- 
deed admit that in the meantime, pending 
negotiations with other countries, “ silver 
coin should be limited in amount to a sum 
that can be maintained at par with gold ir- 
respective of its value.” But the danger, 
ineident to the law as it stands he passes 
over with a tenderness which in his gase is 
incomprehensible. As tothe market ratio 
of value, as between gold and silver, it is 
in present circumstances not a practical 
question in our politics, Mr. SHERMAN 
wastes time when he attempts its discus- 
sion. We have a practical sliver question, 
and to this the Republican Party should 
adapt its policy.

PENNSYLVANIA AND WISCONSIN. 
We publish this morning the proceedings 

of the Republican Conventions in the States 
of Wisconsin and Pennsylvania. In the 
latter State, the work of the convention was 
done very quietly. The only nomination 
made was that for State Treasurer, as to 
which there was comparatively little com- 
petition. In Wisconsin, the present State 
officers were renominated. The convention 
was held on the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of the first Republican 
Convention held in Wisconsin, as 
well as the first in the United States. The 
occasion was an interesting one, and was 
enthusiastically celebrated. Mr. GARFIELD, 
of Ohio, Senator CaanpiER, from Michigan, 
and other distinguished speakers and public 
men were present, and the memories of 
the eventful quarter of a.century through 
which the Republican Party has passed were 
recited. 

The remarkable agreement between the 
platforms which we publish this morning, 
shows the Republican Party to be united 
in its views as to the questions of the hour. 
It is a fact not without its significance 
that at the close of the twenty-fifth year of 
its work, the party finds itself called 
. upon to announce some of the most radi- 
cal pringples which rallied its members at 
its formation, The supremacy of the Na- 
tional Government, the duty of the 
nation to maintain equal rights wherever 
its authority is extended by the Constitu- 
tion—these are ideas which are not so im- 
portant now as when the slave power was 
pressing its inordinate claims with threats 
of secession, andjseeking to embrace within 
its dominion, directly or indirectly, the 
larger partof the Union, but they ere still 
pertinent. On the other hand, the ideas 
opposed to and by the Republicans—the 
sovereignty of the individual States and 
the inherent right of the white race 
at the South to control the action, not only 
of those who were then their slaves, but in- 
directly the affairs of the nation, by arbi- 
trary and violent means—these also are by 
no means extinct. The recent extraordinary 
session of Congress, extraordinary, indeed, 
in more senses than one, has brought them 
prominently to public attention. Both the 
Republican platforms give these subjects 
the chief place. Issues are not neces- 
sarily unimportant which -have led to 
years of war, and they are not. deprived 
of their importance by being blindly 
ignored, when a powerful party, led 
by the politicians who brought on that 
struggle, and many of whom took part in it 
against the Union, deliberately revive 
them. Among the chief purposes of the 
policy which produced the extra session 
was that of presenting questions on which 
it was supposed that the Democrats could go 
with more hope of success before the country. 
Now that thesession isclosed, and the ques- 
tions are in fact presented, the Republicans 
are ready to meet them. It is not their 
fault if they are those which were supposed 
to have been settled forever when the Con- 
federates laid down their arms and nation- 
al citizenship, with equal rights, was con- 
ferred on all the people of the Union.

For this reason days for debate have been 
given to subsidy schemes, while during the 

past fifteen years, although several feeble 
efforts have been made, no bill has yet been 


considered by either Senate or House for . 


the reform of actual abuses in our existing 
shipping laws. 

The ground-work of our navigation laws 
was laid during the last century, its chief 
feature being that American commerce 
should be carriedjon by Americans, using 
native-built vessels, and that the utmost 
care should be taken to proteét our citizens 
when abroad. The statute which prohibited 
the employment of foreigners as sallors has 
been repealed, but it still holds as regardsthe 
officers of a vessel, as quite a number of our 
ship-owners have found to their cost. But, 
though foreigners may be shipped as sea- 
men, 80 jealous is the Government of the 
rights of those who have once trodden its soil, 
that if a sailor, a native of Italy, is for any 
eause discharged from an American vessel 
at Genoa, the ship-master is compelled to 
pay tothe United States Consul on his ac- 
count three months’ extra wages. Besides 
this, there are Consular fees for one thing 
and another which the ship-owners of no 
other country have to pay, and which 
might well be waived in the interest of 
those who are struggling to- keep the 
American flag afloat on the ocean. Ina 


.rough way, it may be said that a reform in 


these matters would enable the American 
ship-owner to earn at least 1 per cent. per 
annum more on his investments than he 
now does, 

Even ifthe present navigation laws were 
continued, the voluble advocates of Ameri- 
can commercial supremacy could benefit 
their ship-owning constituents if they would 
devise some means whereby gross inaccura- 
cies and overcharges on the part. of our 
Consuls could be promptly examined and 
corrected. ' As it now is, the American Con- 
sul is a little despot in the district over 
which he has charge, and imposes such fees 
and fines:as he thinks desirable upon the 
submissive ship-masters of his country, 
whose humility is the fruit of @ dearly- 
bought discovery that protestations to the 
Consul or his superior officers at Wash- 
ington are simply ignored. This may 
seem like an unwarrantable assertion, 
bat one or two incidents, out of a 


large number that might be given, 


will illustrate our meaning. Itisacommon 
practice for all American sea Captains on 
entering a foreign port to file what is known 
as a marine protest with the Consul. This 
is done to protect the owners of the cargo 
in possible settlements with insurance com- 
panies, and to prepare the way for extend- 
ing the marine protest, should any damage 
be discovered in unloading the ship. In 
brief, a marine protest is filed by all Cap- 
tains on arrival, and is extended 
only by those who have met with 
some accident. , The Consular fee for noting 
the former, as given in section 4,207 of 
the Revised Statutes, is $2, the fee for the 
latter is at least $3, and if it exceeds two 
hundred words, 50 ¢ents for every addi- 
tional hundred words. Now, the United 
States Consul at Havre has been in the 
habit of exacting an extended protest from 
every American ship-master who has en- 
tered that port, making 4 uniform charge 
of $18 89, where the law only al- 
lows him $2. ‘Most American vessels 
go to that port loaded with cot- 
ton from Savannah and New-Orleans, 
and as the voyage is a short one, the same 
cotton ship frequently makes three or four 
voyages ina year. But even then the over- 
charge does not in twelve months amount. 
to a large sum, and is a matter more of an- 
‘noyance than loss. Exception has been

which the genius of NaPpoLzon would un- 
doubtedly have utilized in his Egyptian cam- 
paign in lieu of dromedaries, had it but ex- 
isted in sufficient numbers and been readily 
taken alive. Forty centuries, looking down 
from the summits of the pyramids upon an 
ostrich brigade, would, indeed, hardly have 
been able to refrain from a smile. In gen- 
eral ease of management, this interesting 
bird should be a great improvement on the 
horse, since neither saddle nor bridle would 
be required by the rider, who could sit at 
ease astride the arch of its neck and govern 
the head with his naked hands. In breed- 
ing, it needs but a hole in the sand for its 
mare’s nest, and from a single brood-os- 
trich fifty or sixty foals will be forthcoming 
every year. It would make a singularly 
imposing spectacle on parade, and the fine 
plumage of its wings and tail streaming in 
the breeze behind would obviate the neces- 
sity of adorning its rider in glittering and 
brilliant harness, and would therefore be a 
great saving to the Government, even if the 
whole Army should be reduced to ten thou- 
sand men, with or without wooden legs. All 
these facts may be urged in favor of the 
substitution of ostriches for horses in the 
cavalry arm of the service, but, neverthe- 
less, there are many objections which should 
receive stern consideration before 
Harou’s idea be adopted. 
For though the ostrich is indeed a swift 
bird, its swiftness is almost invariably in a 
sense contrary to the impulses of a true 
and brave soldier. Its neck is by no means 
clothed with thunder, and if it sniffs the 
battle from afar, it is only that it may 
escape with headlong speed. Seated upon 
its back, a troop of soldiers’ would get along 
passably well over a smooth road, well fur- 
nished with the bird’s favorite fodder of 
stones, which has made the stomach of an 
ostrich proverbial ; but when the blast of 
war blew in its ears, the whole command 
would-at once be seen bounding in retreat 
over the plains. And he indeed would be 
a matchless rider who could then retain his 
seat, as his two-footed steed scurried along 
at the rate of twenty-five miles an hour, and 
covering fourteen or fifteen feet at. every 
stride, In such cireumstances, a troop of 
cavalry would be as harmless to the enemy 
as a brigade of John Gilpins, and not near- 
ly so entertaining to spectators. Nor would 
the trouble end simply in an ignoble re- 
treat, since in a land of bushes a troop 
thus mounted would inevitably be over- 
taken by the foe and cut off toa man. It 
is the well-known custom of ostriches, and 
one that has constantly been laid down in 
the books ever since GoLDsMITH wrote his 
‘* Animated Nature,” that when pursued 
they will instantly flee to the nearest bush, 
hide their heads in it, and foolishly believe 
that thus they have escaped their pursuers, 
although, contrary to all tactical rules, they 
have left their rear wholly unprotected. 
Owing to this ineradicable propensity of 
such feathered steeds, their riders would be 
in sore straits in battle, and would dye the 
plain with their gore, smitten, as no soldier 
should ever be smitten, in the back. And, 
moreover, and aside from these practical 
difficulties in the way of the proposed in- 
novation, there are serious sentimental ob- 
jections to it. A good cavalryman 
loves his horse, and the attachment 
is mutual, as poets, from RicHarp 
Loverace "to THomas ‘Bucnanan Reap, 
have told in charming song. There are 
affection and respect on both sides, on ac- 
count of intellectual and moral qualities as 
well asthose which are purely physical; but 
the ostrich is as incapable of the finer feel- 
ings as its congener the cassowary, and 
quite 4s stupid as the dodo.

‘A somewhat curious interest has been ex- 
cited in scientific circles by the exhibition at Trr- 
PANY’s, of stalactites and stalagmites from Luray 
Cave, in Virginia. The interest turns mainly upon 
the central perforation of the latter and the eause of 
it, Everybody knows, of course, that a stalactite is 
acarbonate of time formation depending from the 
roof of a cavern, and a stalacmite one built up from 
the floor. When the two meet, or when either in 
an isolated situation has extended up or down until 
the roof or floor bars further progress, a column is 
formed which may grow larger by expansion. To 
account for the hollowness of the stalagmite a great 
deal of scientific ingenuity has been expended by 
our parlor geologists. Prof. Eaton is represented 
as calling attention to the fact that the evaporation 
of the water from a drop of solution of carbonate of 
lime leaves the crystals of the latter arranged in the 
form ofa circie, with an open space in the centre. 
He supposes this law operating through ages, and 
thus building up a hollow.colamn of lime. But 
there remains the fact that quartz stones a foot in 
diameter generally, on being fractured with a ham- 
mer, shows hollow space within, usually in the form 
of a tnree-pronged fracture proceeding from a cen- 
tralaxis. This must be explained upon the fact 
that the crystallization of such a mass commences at 
the surface, and that an unyielding crust 
is formed which prevents the contraction of the gen- 
eral volume that would else follow the shrinkage of 
the mass by evaporation of water; so that when 
eyrstallization of the interior] takes place, a vacant 
space is left at the centralaxis. That this pnenome- 
non is repeated in carbonate of lime formations is 
evidenced by the fact that the irregular, eez-shaped 
masses taken from Luray Oave exhibited an irregu- 
lar excavation in the interior in the same manner as 
thelarger order of pebble-stones, and that stalactites, 


existence of extensive caverns in our limestone 
formation is curiously illustrated by the incrusted 
springs in. the cave under consideration. These are 
nothing less than small lakes upon whieh a nearly 

solid crust has been formed, thus im- 
prisoning the water in a limestone cyst. The form- 
ation of such a crust upon a prehistoric lake would 
produce an unyielding roof many square miles in ex- 
tent, the subsequent subsidence of the waters be- 
neath leaving an immense excavation between the 
elay stratum whieh generally forms the floor and the 
Mmestone which formsthe roof of thesesubt 
studios of nature. 








The nineteenth century has revolutionized the 
methods of study and investigation throughout the 
whole range of the sciences, but in no specific in- 
stance has a greater advance been made than in the 
science of language. Along with this change has 
come a vast multiplication of investigations, and of 
tools to work with and material to use them on. One 
hundred years ago, Minsuxn’s “Guide into the 
Tongues” was a book in good standing among the 
stadents of foreign languages, and Horne Tooxe’s 
“Diversions of Purley ’ a work of high philological 
importance. The etymologist was guided in his 
search after the origin of words by misleading resem- 
blaneces and fanciful theories of derivation. English 
philologists knew little of the Teutonic group of 
languages, and the French still less. Of Sans 
erit and the Oriental tongues hardly any- 
thing was known. Philology was studied, 
as it were, in a peck measure. With the 
formulating of Grimu’s law, the use of the com- 
parative method, which Borp’s Grammar and kin- 
dred works make easy, and the profound critical 
study of Sanserit, all this nas been marvelously 
changed. The whole broad field of language, from 
the writers of the present day back to the remotest 
forms of speech, has been, and is being, subjected to 
the most patient and intelligent seratiny. The di- 
viding lines between the families of languages have 
been sharply defined, each family has been studied 
in its oldest forms, and hundreds of keen-eyed in- 
vestigators are at work upon little detached groups or 
fragments of language, separated from all others by 
some isolating influence, and, lire the Basque, defy- 
ing classification. The number of philologieal stu- 
dents who, like Max Mutizs, have given us 
“ehips” from their workshops is so great that the 
literature of thescienee is alréady large, and is grow- 
ing every day. Itaugurs well for faturesound seholar- 
ship in English that English and American philolo- 
gists find time oceasionally to put forth a text-book 
on their native tongue like Prof. Wurrnzy’s “ Ele- 
ments of English Grammar” and Pmuz’s “ Ety- 
mology of the English Tongue,” to which, if the 
work fulfills its promise, we may add Gausnz’s 

English Language ; its Grammatical and Logical 
Prinsiples ” just announced
